ground along the tracks at the shipping 
.stations of the railroads in Indian Ter­ 
ritory because the railroad.* will not, or 
cannot furnish cars to move it. 
As a 
result there are many farmers who are j 
practically ruined, many banks have ( 
loaned money on the corn believing it 
would be but a short time before it ] 
would he moved. 
Elevators are full 
and have been full for 90 days and the 
elevator men can not move the grain ; 
or get their money out of it. 
In order that the interstate com-; 
mel ee commission may get a clear view i 
of the enormity of this loss and its 
greater extent in case the cause is not 
remedied at once, W. C. Mack is hav­ 
ing made for the commission photo­ 
graphs showing the great piles of com 
now going to ruin. 
The biggest corn shipping station in 
Indian Territory is Broken Arrow. At 
that place there is now 400,000 bushels 
of corn piled up waiting for shipment. 
The local railroad agent says there has 
not been an empty car brought into 
that town for 90 days. 
The only cars that could be had were 
those that brought in merchandise. As 
soon as these were empty they were 
seized by the grain men who almost 
fought for them. 
Broken Arrow is on the Osage divi­ 
sion of theM. K. &T. and has but one 
railroad. 
Porter and Coweta are on 
the same road and in the same condition

It will be shown 
the interstate commerce commission 
that if the M. K. & T. railroad had 
shipped the cotton from thess points to 
the compress in Muskogee and returned 
the empty cars instead of sending the 
cotton through Muskogee to McAlester 
having it compressed and shipped back 
again through Muskogee, there would 
have been ample cars to handle the 
crop. 
The situation is said to be even worse 
on some of the other roads where there 
is not competition. On the Frisco road 
not far from Tulsa is a small station 
called Colesa where 60,000 bushels of 
corn were piled up on the ground.

most noted peace officer iii the south­ 
west. 
He has been commander of a 
company of Texas rangers for nearly 
20 years and has had many thrilling 
encounters with desperate men. 
Only a few weeks ago he and three 
members of his company were riding 
along a road near R io Grande City, 
when they were fired upon by Mexi­ 
cans in ambush. Capt. McDonald and 
his men returned the tire in the dark­ 
ness. being guided iii their aim by 
the flashes of the guns of the attack­ 
ing party. 
They killed four Mexicans 
and wounded others. 
Capt. McDonald has killed a number 
of men while in the performance of 
his duty as an officer of the law. 
He 
is literally ‘‘shot to pieces,” but he 
is still as lithe and active as a boy. 
He is never unarmed. 
Day and night 
he wears a big .45 and one of the 
latest improved automatic pistols. He 
sleeps with both these pistols by bis 
side, whether in a hotel in town or in 
camp in some remote and dangerous 
locality of the border region. 
Practically all of Capt. McDonald’s 
life has been spent on the frontier. 
He trailed Indians and hunted buffalo 
in Texas 40 years ago. 
He has a rec­ 
ord for coolness and bravery almost 
unequaled. 
Ten years ago Capt. McDonald had 
a pistol duel with Sheriff Joe Mat­ 
thews. of Childress 
county,

BIDDERS MADE PUBLIC 


Washington, Feb. 4-The names of 


the 500 highest bidders for the home- 
steads in the Dig pasture of the Kiowa, 
Comanche and Apache reservation were 
made public Saturday, the bids having 
been approved by the President. 


The opening of tnis pasture to settle- 


ment was provided for in the Stephens 
bill, which passed at the first session 
of this congress. There was 480,000 
acres in the pasture. The bili provided 
that it should be divided into tracts of 
1KU acres and that these tracts should 


. be sold to the highest bidder under the 


homesteid entry law. 


Th« bids approved show that the sale 


will be the most successful of the kind 
ever conducted by the government. An 
average price of $12 an acre lias been 
obtained. For some of the ISO-acre 
tracts the highest bid was $4,400. The 
total derived from the sale of the 480, 
OOO acres will probably reach $6,000, 


000. 
This amount will be distributed 


among the members of the three tribes 
about 3,200 in number, and every one 
of them will receive about $2,000 as 
his share of the proceeds of the sale. 


Most of the successful bidders are 


residents of Oklahoma. They seem to 
be more appreciative of its value than 
the bidders of any state or territory. 
Indian Territory was perhaps second 
in point of number of successful bid- 
ders, Kansas was third and then Texas. 
Bids were received from ail Western 
states. 
, 
, 
The receiving of entries will be be- 


gun at the Lawton land office Monday.

Austin, Tex. Feb. 4-In the atmos-

when they were fired upon by Mexi- 
cans In ambush. Capt. McDonald and 
his men returned the flre In the dark- 
ness, being guided lu their aim by 
the dashes of the guns of the attack- 
ing party. They killed four Mexicans 
and wounded others. 


Capt. McDonald has killed a number 


of men while in the performance of 
his duty as an officer ot the law. He 
is literally "shot to pieces," but he 
Is still as lithe and active as a boy.

NOT AFFECT CLIMATE. 


Study of the Peculiar Ocean Current 


Showi That the Theory of 


Early Scientists Is 


Wrong. 


Scientists who have studied 
thi 


question know that the warm ocean 
current known as the gulf stream has 
practically no effect on the climate ol 
any part of the United 
States 
or 


Canada, and none at all on any par 
of Europe, and yet the old theory ad 
vanced years ago after the discovery 
of this strange ocean river that 1 
was a great equalizer and modifier o 
the climate of both America and Bu 
rope still prevails In the minds ~ 
most people. 
It was Benjamin Franklin who gav 


the name of "Gulf Stream" to this 
strange current, and Franklin, 
like

Maury of the navy, published 
what was one of the most popular 
scientific books ever printed In the 
United States up to that time. This

Lieut. J. E. Pillsbury ot the United 


States navy made a careful study of 
the gulf stream at the northern en- 
trance to the Straits of Florida, and 
determined that the hourly flow there 
is about 90,000,000 tons ot water an 
hour 
At three knots an hour, about 


63,000,000,000,000 tons a 
day flow 


hrough. 
As recently as 1897, when there was 


an abnormally cold winter In Masra- 
chusetts, many persons thought that 
the changing of the course of the gulf 
stream was the principal meteorolog- 
cal factoi 
In May, 1906, a steamship captain 


said In New York that he found the 
gulf stream near 
Florida 
running 


westward at a rate of a knot and a. 
half an hour, instead of northeast at 
that same ratV and the strength of: 
the stream all along the coast was 
much more feeble than usual. In June 
of this year the captain of a Dominion 
line steamer arriving 
at 
Portland 


from Livcipool. reported that In west 
longitude 40 degrees he found 
the 


-iilf stream running in a westerly di- 
rection, instead of the usual easterly 
course. 
Last July It was reported by the 


skipper of a Morgan liner that the 
"ulf stream had changed its eastward 
-n 
sre 
course southwest of the Florida penin- 
sula~and was running west. 


All of those cases have been called 


to the attention of the United States 
hvdro-raphic office, but the authori- 
ties there laugh at the idea of any 
but a slight and temporary aberra- 
tion of the gulf stream from its usual 
channels. 
It was stated that winds 
channes. 
clnnsol the currents in many places, 
but that the gulf stream was follow- 
ing the course it had always followed 
and always would follow; and it was 
said also that as a "river 
in 
the 


ocean," clearly defined and strong, the 
gulf stream docs not exist north ot 
Savannah.

NAMES OF SUCCESSFUL 


DIDDERS MADE PUBLIC 


Washington, Feb. 4—The names of 


the 500 highest bidders for the home- 
steads in the Dig pasture of the Kiowa, 
Comanche and Apache reservation were 
made public Saturday, the bids having 
been approved by the President. 


The opening of this pasture to settle- 


ment was provided for in the Stephens 
bill, which passed at the first session 
of this congress. There was 480,000 
acres in the pasture. The bill provided 
that it should be divided into tracts of 
Itio acres and that these tracts should 
be sold to the highest bidder under the 
humestedd entry law. 


The bids approved show that the sale 


"will be the most successful of the kind 
«ver conducted by the government. An 
average price of $12 an acre has been 
obtained. 
For some of the ISO-acre 


tracts the highest bid was $4,400. The 
total derived from the sale of the 480, 
OOO acres will probably reach $6,000, 


000. 
This amount will be distributed 


among the members of the three tribes 
about 3,200 in number, and every one 
of them will receive about $2,000 as 
his sharoof the proceeds of the sale. 


Most of the successful bidders are 


residents of Oklahoma. They seem to 
be more appreciative of its value than 
the bidders of uny state or territory. 
Indian Territory was perhaps second 
in point of number of successful bid- 
ders, Kansas was third and then Texas. 
Bids were received from ail Western 
states. 


The receiving of entries wilt be be- 


gun at the Lawton land office Monday. 
This tract is immediately to the south 
of Lawton and its opening to the settle- 
ment Is a matter of great importance 
to that city.

having it compressed and shipped back 
again through Muskogee, there would 
have been ample cars to handle the 
crop.

JAPT. M'DONALD HAS HAD MANY 


THRILLING ENCOUNTERS, 


For Year* He H« Been the Most 


Famous 
Peace 
Officer 
In 
the 


Southwest—Has Been Wound- 


0 
ed Many Times. 


Washlngtoto.—Capt. William J. Mc- 


Donaldt 
who has become 
famous 


through Waj. IMocksom's report 
on 


the Brownsville affair, In which he 
was characterized as so bri^vo that 
"he would uot hesitate to charge hell 
with one bucketful of water," la the 
most noted peace officer in the south- 
west, 
He has been commander of a 


company of Texas rangers for nearly 
20 years ami has had many thrilling 
encounters with desperate men. 


Only a few weeks ago he and three 


members of his company were riding 
along a road near Rio Grande City, 
when they were fired upon by Mexi- 
cans In ambush. Capt. McDonald and 
his men returned the fire In the dark- 
ness, being guided iu their aim by 
the flashes of the guns ot the attack- 
Ing party. They killed four Mexicans 
and wounded others. 


Capt McDonald has killed a number 


of men while in the performance of 
his duty as an officer of the law. He 
is literally "shot to pieces," but he 
Is still as lithe and active as a boy. 
He is never unarmed. Day and night 
he wears a big .45 and one of the 
latest improved automatic pistols. He 
sleeps with both these pistols by his 
side, whether in a hotel In town or in 
camp in some remote and dangerous 
locality of the border region. 


Practically all of Capt. McDonald's 


life has been spent on tbe frontier. 
He trailed Indians and huuted buffalo 
in Texas 40 years ago. He has a rec- 
ord for coolness and bravery almost 
unequaled. 


Ten years ago Capt. McDonald had 


a pUtol duel with Sheriff Joe Mat- 
thews, of Childress county, 
Texas, 


and two deputies at Quauah. He killed 
Sheriff Mutt hews and was 
him self 


wounded almost to death. The 
two 


men had had trouble over which of 
them should have custody of a pris- 
oner. 


Seven years ago John and Georsre 


Humphrey s. 
white 
fanners, 
were 


]>nchecl. Alone anil unruled Capt. Mc- 


. Donald artested 12 ot the lynelu'rs, 


all desperate men. and (hey were sen- 
tenced to long terms of imprisonment 


It WAS through the efforts of Capt. 


McDonald that the no tot tons Reese- 
Tow nsend feud, which caused many 
killings in Colorado and Ha^trop coun- 
ties. Texas was broken up. On one 
occasion 'when tJia members of those 
opposing factions, numbering 100 men. 


were drawn up !u fighting array at Co- 
lumbus, Capt. McDonald walked up ta 
them and took all 
their guns and 


knives away from them. • 


He left Quanah one day on the trail 


of a notorious criminal. He followed 
the oxitlaw 400 miles and finally over- 
took him In camp with four 
other 


men. 
He dismounted and 
arrested 


the fellow, although he expected every 
minute to be shot. He forced his pris- 
oner to mount a horse and ride away 
with him. 
Three years ago Capt. McDonald 


had a flght with cattle thieves In tue

Pan Handle. Three of them escaped, 
and he followed them alone for 300 
miles, flu all v rounding thorn up near 
Norman. OKla , where 
he 
arrested 


them single-handed. 


In 1S96, when the Fitzsimons-Maher 


fight was scheduled for El Paso, Mc- 
Donald was at the head of the con- 
stabulary commissioned by the state 
to see that the mill did not take place, 
on American soil. McDonald camped 
with the flchtois. and the mill was 
fought in Mexico—an inglorious 
en- 


counter of one round.

GULF STREAM MYTH; 


CHANGES ITS COURSE, BUT DOES 


NOT AFFECT CLIMATE. 


Study of the Peculiar Ocean Current 


Showi That the Theory of 


Early Scientist* I* 


Wrong. 


Scientists who have studied 
the 


question know that the warm ocean 
current known as tbe gulf stream has 
practically no effect on the climate ol 
any part of the United 
States 
or 


Canada, and none at all on any part 
of Europe, and yet the old theory ad- 
vanced years ago after the discovery 
of this strange ocean river that it 
was a great equalizer and modifier of 
the climate of both America and Eu- 
rope still prevails in the minds of 
most people. 


It was Benjamin Franklin who gave 


the name of "Gulf Stream" to this 
strange current, and 
Franklin, 
like 


many 
others 
after 
him 
erred in 


Lieut. Commander John E. PiJIsbury, 


U. S. N., Who Has Studied 


the Gulf Stream. 


ascribing to the £iilf stream a greater 
influence than it really had. 
It has 


been determined that its 
effect 
is 


practically nil after reaching north 
latitude 40 degrees and west longitude 
50 degrees, where it loses itself in 
nany other slight currents. Franklin 
thought that the £iilf stream had a 
broad sweep out to sea, and that it 
made a circuit of the Gulf of Mexico 


Kven }n hla c!ay there was probably 


much speculation on what the effects 
would be if the stream should shift its 
course. Th;tt sort of mental exorcise 
was not indulged in strongly until 
later, whou a United States officer, 
Lieut. Maury of the navy, published 
what was one of the most popular 
scientific books ever printed in the 
United Stales up to that time. This 


book told «t the immense effect o'rtn*/ 
gulf stream on the clInNfte1 of Various. 
parts of the world, and It' led Inevit- 
ably to assertions that a mere shift 
of the stream might make -a summer; 
resort of many places where the win- 
ters were long and severe, might af- 
fect seriously the climate ot the Medi- 
terranean countries and cause no end 
of meteorological upheaval generally. 


The United States government was 


working on the problem of the gulf 
stream for years before it arrived at 
its present knowledge of the phenom- 
enon. It is now known pretty definite- 
ly that the gulf stream Is caused main- 
ly by the different rates ot speed at 
which the various parts of the earth1 
revolve, by the difference In denslty 
of polar and equatorial waters, by ther 
winds which are caused by the revo- 
lution of the earth, by the heaping up 
on the coast of South America of 
great masses of water, and by solar 
and lunar tides. 
v 


Lieut. J. E. Pillsbury of tbe United 


States navy made a careful study ot 
the gulf stream at the northern en- 
trance to the Straits of Florida, and 
determined that the hourly flow there 
is about 80,000,000 tons of water an 
hour. At three knots an hour, about 
463,000,000,000,000 tons a 
day flow 


through. 


As recently as 1897, when there was 


an abnormally cold winter in Massa- 
chusetts, many persons thought that 
the changing of tbe course of the gulf 
stream was the principal meteorolog- 
ical factoi 


In Mav, 1906, a steamship captain 


said In New York that he found the 
gulf stream near 
Florida 
running 


westward at a rale of a knot and a 
half an hour, instead of northeast at 
that same ratV and the strength ot 
the stream all along the coast was 
much more feeble than usual. In June 
of this year the captain of a Dominion 
line steamer arriving 
at 
Portland 


from UvcMiool, reported that in west 
longitude 40 degrees he found 
the 


gulf stieam running in a westerly dl- 
icction, instead of the usual easterly 
course. 


Last July It was reported by the 


sMpper of a Morgan liner that the 
gulf stream had changed its eastward 
course sonlhwest of the Florida penin- 
sula and was running west. 


All of tho*e cases have been called 


to the attention of the United States 
hidrosrajihle office, but the authori- 
ties there laugh at the idea of any 
but a slight and temporary aberra- 
tion of the gulf stream from Us usual 
channels.
